EXAMPLE OF RESIDENTIAL PROJECT SITE PLAN

TYPICAL SITE PLAN

A. Indicate site dimensions.

B. Indicate location and size of existing and
proposed structures.

C. Indicate distance to property lines on all structures
being constructed or altered.

D. Indicate distance between new and existing
structures.

E. Indicate location of any known easements.

F. Indicate building envelopes if in a “PUD",
PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT.

G. Provide figures on site plan showing square foot-
age of total lot coverage along with the square
footage of new improvements.

H. Indicate the scale of the drawing.
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
